The unwil- 
lingness of the house to make tiny large ap- 
propriations, except for " immediate and 
necessary" expenses of the government, will 
make this difiicult, though the recent dis- 
cussion of the possibilities of war has made 
the conditions for obtaining an appropri- 
ation for coast defences most favorable in 
other respects. Senator Si|ttier is peculiarly 
interested in the subject of fortifications, 
because he has been engaged for many years 
in the manufacture of firearms, and because 
he has made a study of fortifications during 
his travels abroad.

HuOVrlug til Sen. 

New York, Jan. 15.— Capt. Davis, of the 
Nova Scotia bark Arlington, which arrived 
at quarantine from Cork, this evening, tells 
a story of suffering at sea. On the night of 
the .29th December, he fell in with a wreck, 
which showed evidence of persons on board. 
He stayed alongside the wreck all night, 
and in the morning took off the captain and 
ten of the crew. They proved to be 
Capt. Dohlc and a crew of the British balk 
Countess of Dufferin, which sailed 
from St. John's, N.F., December 8th, with 
a cargo of deals for Londonderry. She had 
filled up and become a total wreck. They 
had suffered severely from the cold, anil 
were without food and water, having only 
the clothing they stood in until taken off by 
the Arlington's people. Captain Doble and 
his people wore badly frost bitten. On 
January 7th the shipwrecked men were 
transferred iv the stuamer Yesso, hound 
from Sutherland to Baltimore. The 
Arlington hn,ile from Yarmouth, N.S., and 
is consigned t-j Messrs. J. W. Parker & Co., 
of New York. 

A Phyxlrlun Drag* and 4»otrnge» a Patient. 

New York, Jan. 15.— Dr. ('. Ellsworth 
Hewitt has been arrested here, and 
prisoned, pending the outcome of a suit 
brought against him by J. O. Bowman, a 
Philadelphia lawyer, for the sum of 
8100,0110. Bowman alleges that Hewitt, 
while attending his wife, drugged and out- 
raged her, and, when she revived, so worked 
upon her fear, that she did not dare divulge 
his brutality. Mr. Bowman further alleges 
that Dr. Ellsworth Hewitt, not long there- 
after, administered an overdose of morphine 
with intent, and would administer no anti- 
dote until tho woman promised to elope 
with him. They fled to Europe, where 
Hewitt's brutality compelled the woman to 
seek aid fiom the American consul, who 
sent her hack to America again. Hewitt 
soon after returned, and is now in prison. 

Cowardly Burglar Captured. 

San Francisco, Jan. 15.— A burglar 
effected an entrance into the residence of J. 
F. Burgin, president of the San Francisco 
and North Pacific railway, early this morn- 
ing. The family, consisting of Mrs. Burgin 
and daughters, were alone, the husband 
being in the Fast. The daughters barri- 
caded themselves in a room, opened a win- 
dow fronting on the street, and begin 
screaming for help. Tho burglar loreed 
open the door of their room, but on seeing 
one of the young ladies with an uplifted 
(bootjack, at tho same time warning him not 
to come furl her, he retreated to the hall, 
where he was captured by a patrolman.

London, Jan. 15. —It is reported that 
the Princess Mary of Tcck is ill from the 
ordeal through which she has paused in the 
death of her betrothed. Her Majesty has 
announced that the funeral of the Duke 
would he a state function, and that it would 
bo hold in St. Goorgo's chapel, Windsor 
palace, where the marriage of the Duke to 
Princess Mary was to have taken place, 
February 27th. The Duke of Connaught, 
uncle of Prince Albert Victor and personal 
aide-de-camp to. the Queen, arrived at 
Port mouth, at noon, from Osborne. He 
immediately took a special train for Sond- 
ringhj.ni to represent the Queen there. Her 
Majesty did not feel equal to tho task of 
accompanying tho Duke of Connaught, and 
remains at Osborne house. 

The Dublin Freeman's Journal says: "The 
death of the Duke of Clarence hus caused 
throughout the three kingdoms over which, 
if living, lie would have ruled, a sorrow sin- 
cere and universal. Young and inoffending, 
the poor boy was summoned wit h a tragic 
suddenness. He made no enemies, and was 
at tho summit of youthful felicity. His 
youth was brightened by the radiance of the 
most prosperous, and, with one exception, 
the longest of reigns recorded m British his- 
tory." The paper expresses great sympathy 
for tho royal family in their painful be- 
reavement, and for tho Princess Mary. 

The death of the Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale has brought out one fact conspicu- 
ous to tho front, and that is, that the late 
heir presumptive has become more popular 
after his death, than he ever was during his 
life.

A most admirable suggestion has been 
made. It is to the ell'ect, that the funds 
subscribed to, or already collected for the 
purpose of making wedding presents to the 
young Prince, who has just passed away, 
should be turned over to the various hos- 
pitals, throughout tho United Kingdom, 
and in the districts where such funds 
have been collected. The idea has 
already met with much popular support and 
there seems to be a strong probability that 
the praiseworthy suggestion contained 
in it will be carried out to some extent, at 
least. The only difficulty in tho way of 
adopting this proposition entirely, is in the 
fact that the goldsmiths, silversmiths, 
weavers, and other craftsmen and manu- 
facturers who were preparing the presents 
referred to, have, in in my cases, adavneed 
so far in the work undertaken that they 
must either be compensated for the labor 
an 1 material already expended, or else 
sufler losses which numbers of them can ill 
afford to endure. It is believed, however, 
that compromising arrangements will be 
made in most cases, and that the hospitals 
and charitable institutions will reap con- 
siderable benefit from the wedding funds in 
hand. A number of people, of course, are 
expected to withdraw their subscriptions, 
wholly, or in part, but much good, it is 
hoped, will result from the preparations 
made for the wedding of Prince "Eddie" 
and Princess May. 

The Star, commenting on the fact that as 
early us 1SS7 Prince Albert Victor and Prin- 
cess Victoria May of Teck were known to 
bo deeply in love with each other, but owing 
to the opposition of the Queen were not per- 
mitted to become man and wife, intimates 
that it is possible that the Queen's excessive 
grief at the death of the heir presumptive 
may be due to her regret at having so long 
opposed the dearest wish of her favorite 
nephew. The real state of the Queen's 
health is not known to the public, 
and very little concerning her actual 
feelings is permitted to leak out of Osborne 
House. This has caused considerable com- 
ment, upon tho fact that the Queen was not 
present at the deathbed of the Prince, It 
is said that Her Majesty was desirous of 
leaving the Isle of Wight for Sundringham 
the moment that she was informed that the 
life of the Duke of Clarence was in danger; 
but, according to the story, the physicians 
in attendance upon the Queen expressly and 
firmly opposed her desire to undertake such 
a journey, or to risk the extra excitement 
natural to being present at tho passing away 
of a dearly loved relative. 

The Royal Gazette, to-day, issues a 
special mourning supplement, giving full 
directions as to the official mourning for 
tho death of the Duke of Clarence. The 
Court, to-day, will go into full mourning, 
which will continue until Feb.- ary 5th, 
then half mourning attire will succeed anil 
bo worn until February 26. By command 
of the Queen, the Earl Marshal gives notice 
that persons are expected to go into mourn- 
ing for three weeks, and officers of the anr.y 
and navy to wear cri.pa on the left arm for 
six weeks. The nobility and gentry arc 
already generally complying with the 
notice as well as nearly all trades- 
men. The Princess May was well eno'.igh 
to-day to answer a telegram from the 
people of Kensington. She said in her 
reply that all her family were deeply 
touched by the universal and tender 
sympathy shown by the people in the 
affliction which has come upon them. 

King Leopold of Belgium will not, it is 
stated, attend the funeral. His physicians 
have advised him to this course on account 
of tho condition of his health, which is far 
from being strong, but the King would 
probably have attended, nevertheless, had 
not his ministers sustained the advice of bis 
physicians, and urged upon him not to 
incur any risk at this time. 

From one end of Great Britain to the 
other preparations are making by all classes 
of people, those in civil life as well as those 
occupying official stations, to give a final 
manifestation of their sympathy with the 
Royal family on the death of Prince Albert 
Victor o' Wales. Every city in the king- 
dom, and many smaller communities, will 



ceremonies. At the railway offices it is 
learned that the number of enquiries made 
indicate the decision on the part ot a great 
number of people to participate in tho last 
honors. Dispatches from Cairo say that at 
a meeting of British residents there, with 
Sir Evelyn Baring, the British Minister, 
presiding, a resolution of sympathy with the 
Prince and Princess of Wales , ml with the 
Queen was passed yesterday. 

Washinuton, Jan. 15.— In his prayer at 
the opening of the House, this morning, 
Chaplain Mil'.bum spoke in feeling terms of 
the death of Prince Victor, and prayed that 
tho Queen, the father and mother, and the 
affianced bride, might find that consolation 
which palace and hovel alike need in the 
love of Jesus Christ. He also remembered 
the late Cardinal Manning, and asked that 
such an example might stir up all men to 
more faithful consecration to Him who died 
for us all, prince, cardinal mid pauper. 

TORONTO, Jan. 15.— J. Ross Robertson, 
Masonic Grand Master of Canada, has sent 
the following dispatch to the Prince of 
Wales: "Will your Royal Highness, in your 
deep sorrow, accept assurances of loyal and 
respectful sympathy from 200,000 Free 
Masons and British tabjectj in the Grand 
Lodge of Canada. 

San Francisco, Ian. 14.— The flags of all 
British vessels in the harbor were at half- 
niasr, this morning, for the late Duke of 
Clarence. 



CABLE NEWS, 



Inilirlsoiicil Tor Duelling. 

BERLIN, Jan. 15. — Two students numcd 
Becker and Gottman, of this city, have been 
sentenced to two months' confinement in a 
fortress for duelling. A witness of the 
duel, Herr Hirsch, was sentenced to eight 
days in jail for conniving at the unlawful 
act of the duellists. The conflict for which 
the unlucky young men are to be so severely 
punished, was, unlike most students' duels, 
a bloodless and harmless affair. The prose- 
cution of tho offenders is a result of the 
decided stand taken by the Emperor against 
students' duels. 

Minister Lincoln Improving, 

London, Jan. 15. — Minister Lincoln is 
progressing so fast that his doctors have 
concluded that he can eat as he pleases. 
Mrs. Lincoln and their daughter arrived 
from Franco late to-night. To-day many 
members of the diplomatic corps called to 
make inquiries, as well as prominent of- 
ficials, including Attorney-General Webster 
and Lord Chief Justice Coleridge. 

Miulslry at Lisbon Resign*. 

Lisbon, Jan. 14.— In the cortes, to-day, 
the premier announced that the ministry 
had resigned, owing to its inability to find 
a successor to Senor Carvalho as minister of 
finance, and that the King had accepted, 
the resignation of the ministry. 

Senor Carvalho, in explaining hia rela- 
tions with the railroad company which he 
is charged with favoring, said that he had 
advanced 13,000,000 francs to the railroad 
company for thu benefit of the country's 
credit, and he was ready to accept the full 
responsibility for hi3 acts. 

A Silent Tribute. 

London, Jan. 15. — Thu private secretary 
of the late Cardinal Manning received, to- 
day, a telegram from Cardinal RampolIa r 
on behalf of the Pope, Buying : 
"1 thank you for your promptness in 
wiring me the most afllicting news, which 
we have heard with the deepest grief." A 
cablegram of ninety words was received 
from the Knights of Labor in America, ex- 
pressing sorrow for the loss of one who bad 
rendered so great service to the cause of 
labor. The body of the late Cardinal was 
placed, to-night, on the purple couch, 
where it. is to lie in state. It is clad, in the 
full robes of the Cardinal's office, the mitre 
by his sidi, with lighted candles surround- 
ing tho couch, and an altar has been erected 
in the adjoining room. The labor leaders 
are anxious to pay some special 
tribute to the Cardinal's memory, re- 
cognizing his steadfast efforts to- 
elevate the condition of the poor. It hasv 
been proposed to have a great silent proces- 
sion past the house where the dead prelate 
lies; another proposal is to hold a special 
service for laboring men, in the cathedral, 
but the free thinking element among the 
working men have raised objections te both 
those projects. They declare that, while 
they are grateful for the services of the Car- 
dinal in their behalf, they object to what 
they term dragging the triumphal car of any 
church. The result of the dissension will, 
probably, be to confine the tribute to tho 
adoption of formal resolutions of condolence.

Of the 1891 Board of Aldermen— Congratu- 
lations on Defeat und Success. 

The final meeting of the aldermanio 
board of 1891 was held, yesterday after- 
noon, in the City Clerk's ofliee. It was 
culled for three o'clock, tho object being to 
give finality to the acts and records of the 
outgoing Council. Shortly after tho ap- 
pointed hour Mayor Grant was on hand. 
Aid. MoKillican, Munn, Holland, Bonouf, 
Hunter and Richurds were on time, and a 
free and easy discussion ensued as to the re- 
sult of the elections. Aid. Munn, Hunter 
and MoKillican were congratulated on their 
re-election and Aid. Keuouf, Richards and 
Holland on their good fortune in escaping 
tho troubles of tho contest, und the fore- 
casts of another year's work in the public 
service. The Mayor looked happy, and a 
sigh of relief was heard as ho donned his 
hat und bid adieu to his office and the 
scone of seven years' labor. Regret was 
expressed at the defeat of Aid. Coughlan, 
and several little anecdotes of the cam- 
paign were narrated. One of tho defeated 
candidates solemnly avows to everyone 
wdio speaks to him on tho subject that 
there are a terrible lot of liars in 
his word— otherwise he would be at the 
head of the poll. However, the assembled 
aldermen expressed the hope that their suc- 
cessors would succeed in accomplishing all 
that had been outlined, and would not be 
subjected to an equal share of public abuse. 

The Mayor dratted a vote of condolence 
to Her Majesty Queen Victoria and the 
Royal family on the death of tho Duke of 
Clarence and Avomlule, which it was de- 
cided to cable to the proper quarter. 

On motion of Aid. Holland, the Crema- 
tory contract was confirmed and the seal 
attached thereto, Mr. Fugle to be informed 
as to the site. 

The Mayor's address was submitted, and 
his Worship granted permission to alter a 
couple of paragraphs in same. 

Several reports were signed and the busi- 
ness of the year, so far as the Council of 
1891 is concerned, terminated. 



THE BMTJSH IN AFK1CA. 

Severe Reverse From the Slave DeiUers-A 
Steamer Captured and burned. 

LONDON, Jan. in, — News baa been re- 
ceived of a severe reverse to tho British in 
East Africa. H. P. Johnston, Consul-Gen- 
eral for Great Britain in Portuguese Fast 
Africa, and Commissioner for Her Majesty 
for the territories under British influence 
north of the Zambesi, marched with 100 
Sikhs from India, and a number of native 
African police, to suppress the slave dealers 
;vt Lake Nyanza. Tho Arab slave dealers 
determined not to wait for an attack. They 
attacked Mr. Johnston anil his men ut Ma- 
kanjiras. A bloody fight followed. Tho 
slave dealers appear to have hud the ad- 
vantage. Captain Maguire, commanding 
the Sikhs; l)r Boyle, of the South African 
Company; a Mr. McWan, and nine others 
on tho British side, wete killed, and eleven 
wounded. 

A Zanzibar dispatch to tho Times says 
that a British steamer captured anil burned 
two Arab slave dhows at Nyanza. While 
the British force, under command of Capt. 
Maguiro, was retreating in bouts to the 
hteamer from destroying tho slave dhows, a 
storm arose and swamped the boats. Capt. 
Maguiro and three others were drowned. 
The steamer was driven ashore in the storm, 
aad was attacked by tho slavers. Dr. Boyle 
and McWan were offered a truco if they 
would come ashore. They landed, and were 
shot down. A request has been forwarded 
to tho Government to send a gunboat at 
onco to that locality.

THE DEAD CARDINALS. 

His HolinesB Profoundly Affected— Cardinal 
Manning Leaves an Autobiography Ex- 
pected to bo Jlost Interesting. 

Rome, Jan. 14.— Cardinal Simeon! died 
to day from an attack of influenza, from 
which he had been suffering for several 
days. Cardinal Serafina Vanutelli, papal 
secretary of memorials, will succeed Car- 
dinal Simeoni as perfect-general of the pro- 
paganda. Cardinal Simeoni was born in 
Italy in 181G, and was created u cardinal in 
1870. At tho timo of his death he was 
perfect-general of tho propaganda, and had 
formerly been perfect of the propaganda. 
Tho coincidence of the deaths of Cardinals 
Simeoni and Manning so affected the Pope 
that he exclaimed ; "I feel my hour also 
approaching." 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 14.— Cardinal Gibbons 
was profoundly affected when informed by 
an Associated Press agent, soon after U 
o'clock, this morning, of the death of Car- 
dinal Manning. "May God have mercy on 
his soul," was the simplo und earnest 
prayer of his eminence. He at once gave 
the sad news to the priests of his household, 
and said he would prefer not to be disturbed 
for a short time, but, before ho could reach 
his room, the Associated Press dispatch an- 
nouncing the death of Cardinal Simeoni was 
bunded him. This announcement, following 
so closely on tho intelligence of the pussing 
away of Cardinal Manning, almost com- 
pletely prostrated Cardinal Gibbons, and he 
immediately retired to his room. He had 
long known each of his associates of the 
church. 

London, Jan. 14.— Cardinal Manning re- 
tained his strength until very near the close 
of his life. Ho conversed in a strong voice 
with those around as late as - 2 o'clock in the 
morning. Shortly after that hour, however, 
the final change wus evident. His Eminence 
left an autobiography, which he hud dic- 
tated to an amanuensis during leisure peri- 
ods of the past few years. One section of 
the work deals in an interesting way with 
the period of his conversion to tho Catholic 
faith. It is awaited with curiosity by many 
who wish to compare it with the famous 
" Apologia pro Vita Sua" of Cardinal New- 
man. The cardinal's will makes no refer- 
ence to the funeral arrangements. The 
canons of the diocese will meet to-morrow to 
settle the details of the last ceremonies. As 
the body of the dead prelate reposes to-night 
tho feet are surrounded with wreaths of 
while llowers, and the hands, crossed on the 
breast, grasp a rosary. The archbishop's 
gold cross bungs upon his neck and an ivory 
cross rests ugainst the chin. Burning can- 
dles surround the bier. The cardinal's face 
is pallid, but wears a natural expression.

PROMPT JUSTIOII. 

A Specimen of Old-Tlmo Masaachnsott* 
Law and Order. 
In the "Ilistory of Beverly," Mass., 
the following anecdote is related of a 
good justiee of the pence in the old 
colonial times. On a cold night in win- 
ter, a traveler called at his house for 
lodging. The ready hospitality of the 
justiee was about being displayed, 
when the traveler unluckily uttered a 
word which his host considered pro- 
fane. 

Upon this he informed his guest that 
he was a magistrate, pointed out the 
nature of the offense, and explained the 
necessity of its being expiated by sitting 
an hour in the stocksl 

Remonstrance was unavailing; for 
custom at that time allowed the magis- 
trate to convict and punish at once, and 
in this ease he acted as accuser, witness, 
jury, judge and sheriff, all in one.

At the expiration of the hour, he was 
reconducted to the house, and hospit- 
ably entertained till the next morning, 
when the traveler departed with, let us 
hope, a determination to consider his 
words more carefully before giving 
them utterance in the hearing of a 
conscientious magistrate.

Louis Napoleon im- 
pressed me as a coarse, undersized, big- 
nosed and depraved-looking fellow. He 
was suffering from a skin disease, 
which made contact with him unpleas- 
ant."

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SOUND DOCTRINE. 

The Ottawa LUily Citizen of the Sthinsf., 
contains a very able urticle on the constitu- 
tional problem. It is free from all party 
bias. The Quebec question is discussed in 
it simply on its merits. The doctrines pro- 
pounded in it are sound, and the view it 
takes of the exercise of the prerogative of 
dismissal by Lieut. -Governors such as will 
recommend itself to the upholders of the 
rights of the people of both parties in all 
the provinces. The article is well worthy 
the attention of students of the constitution 
and of nil who desire to see the provinces of 
the Dominion governed according to the 
well understood wishes of the people. In 
order that our reader may see the way in 
which what is generally supposed to be the 
Ottawa organ of the Government treats this 
very important constitutional question, we 
roproduce below the main part of the 
Citizen's article : — 

" Why the dismissal of a Government is 
angelic in iill its details in 181)1, while it was 
denounced as satanic ia 1S7S, we fail to per- 
ceive. If Mr. Augers was right, so whs 
Letellier, and logically any Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor who dismissed his Ministers, at an op- 
portune timo, would deserve eulogy instead 
of condemnation. If the end justifies the 
means, then there is an infallibility con- 
nected with this high office, hitherto never 
dreamed of. Mr. Mercier gambled with the 
interests of his province ; he was reckless, 
extravagant, corrupt. Grunting all this — 
was it wiso to take from tho Legislature a 
power vested in it by the people, who elected 
representatives, but who did not elect the 
Lieutenant-Governor'.' According to argu- 
ments used in justification of Mr. Mercicr's 
dismissal, the Legislature could not be 
trusted. Who was to he the judge of this? 
The people, ultimately the court of last 
resort, or the Lieutenant-Governor who was, 
and is, responsible to the Federal Parlia- 
ment ! What is there to check the action of 
Lieutenant-Governors, if, with a powerful 
support at the Capital, they can seize an 
opportune occasion for getting rid of an ob- 
noxious Government and sending represen- 
tatives back to their respective constitu- 
ents? At times, statesmen are forced to 
introduce extremely unpopular legislation ; 
they are aware that every measure would 
meet with hostile criticism and action with- 
out the walls of the assembly ; but, con- 
vinced of its efficacy, of its necessity, their 
supporters stand by them, content to abide 
their time and allow the future to vindicate 
the foresight of the Minister or Cabinet. 
When Letellier dismissed his Government, 
ho trusted to certain railway legislation and 
a tax bill, to win over tho constituencies 
for the Liberal party. Ha violated the 
rights of the Legislature and the privileges 
of the people, although perhaps strictly 
within the limits of constitutional preroga- 
tive. His usefulness was declared gone — 
but, with one or two exceptions, upon a 
Htrietly parly vote. He was not willing to 
allow the Legislature to be the fountain of 
redress for any grievances ami sulfered the 
consequences. Letellier assumed a pow- 
er greater than that exercised by 
any Governor-General in recent times; the 
latter has the authority, but would hesitate 
a long time indeed before adopting extreme 
methods. Oil the other hand, seven 
Lieutenant-Governors are appointed, accord- 
ing to the bias of a dominant political party, 
clothed with greater authority than the 
people themselves. Truly, if the popular 
vote decided who should, or who should 
not, be Lieutenant-Governor, and that 
dignitary selected his Cabinet, there might 
be some tangible reason for investing him 
with supreme and autocratic power. As it 
is, and dealing with the subject entirely on 
its merits, we are bound in all candour to 
affirm, that any doctrine which prompts the 
people to heroine :i Hons or indiU'crent, 
■which causes them to forget their duty and 
to close their eyes on their own respon- 
sibility, must prove pernicious in its effects 
and utterly subversive to every principle 
underlying constitutional government. If 
the people are induced to • believe that 
neglect upon their part, is pcrmissable, so 
long as they have a Lieutenant-Governor, 
then ministers may become the abject 
slaves of such official, and snap their lingers 
at those who have hitherto imagined that 
they were the real pillars of the Stato. It 
is tho principle involved in tho whole dis- 
cussion— not an abstract case— that should 
be dealt with and commented upon." 

This wo regard as a truly conservative 
■view of the Quoboc diffioulty. It should be 
always borne in mind that it has for a long 
time been tho policy of tho Conservative 
Party, both in Great Britain uud in Canada, 



Wo are quite sure that the decision of 
Mr. Justice Crease, in the Pavilion saloon 
license case, will bo regarded with sincere 
pleasure by all lovers of good order in the 
city and suburbs. It would be a very great 
misfortune if the men who wish to estab- 
lish a saloon in a quiet neighborhood, or in 
a place of popular resort, could, in a sly and 
underhand Way, obtain a license without 
those most interested in the matter being 
allowed the opportunity of expressing their 
wishes ami stating their objections before 
the license commissioners. The object of 
the law, evidently, is to give those house- 
holders most likely to be affected by the 
opening of a place where intoxicating thinks 
are to be sold, the op: '.on of deciding whe- 
ther or not the license asked for shall be 
granted, hi this case, as Judge Close 
clearly shows, means were taken to prevent 
toe wishes of those who would bo most 
closely affected by the establishment of the 
saloon be ng made known to the Commis- 
sioners, Some of them did not even know 
when or whore the Court was to be held. 
There is one point in His Lordship's clear 
and logical decision which magistrates who 
may, in future, he called upon to act as 
license commissioners would do well to 
keep in remembrance. This is it : 

"While on the subject of the construction 
of tho legislation, I may add that many pre- 
siding magistrates are under the impression 
that all they have to look to is to seo 
whether they have a petition before them, 
signed by two-thirds of the respectable pen- 
pie anywhere around in the neighborhood of 
the proposed saloon — indeed, that if they 
have that, they are under an obligation to 
grant the license. There could not be a 
greater mistake. On the contrary, they are 
bound, in duty, to see and consider care- 
fully every circumstance around them which 
tends against the grunting of a license', as 
well as thoso for it. They cannot grant a 
license without such a requisition, but if, 
tor good reason, they are satislied it ought 
not to be granted, they are quite justified in 
refusing it. A license is a privilege granted 
after the magistrates are satislied it can do 
no harm. I; is not a matter of common 
right, but the opposite. It is a creature of 
the law, not a matter of necessity, and the 
act has, therefore, to beconsideredstriotly." 

The principle here laid down is important. 
We see, by the decision, that tho magis- 
trates have a largo discretionary power. 
They can refuse a license even if tho 
names to the petition are all of bona-fido 
residents, and have all been openly and hon- 
estly procured. A knowledge of this makes 
their duty easy if they have any grounds 
for believing that deception was used in ob- 
taining the names, or that they are those of 
persons who would not be directly affected 
by tho establishment of the saloon for which 
license was asked. We believe if magistrates 
generally knew that the names to the 
petitions are to be looked upon as merely 
recommending the granting of the license, 
ami as giving no right to the applicant to 
obtain one, they would in many places, be 
much more careful than they have hitherto 
been in issuing licenses. 

This judgment makes it plain that the 
"district'' from which consent to set up a sa- 
loon or hotel bar must bo obtained should 
be more strictly defined. We see in this 
case that the consent of those who lived 
nearest the Pavilion and owned property in 
its vicinity, was not asked, while persons 
residing at a distance, who most likely 
knew nothing about Oak Bay and its sur- 
roundings, were allowed to sign the petition. 
If the lines within which the signers of the 
petition must live were defined, it would 
not be so easy as it is now to evade the law. 

.Judge Crease's decision being authoritat- 
ive w ill, we are convinced, be of very great 
use not only to license commissioners, but 
to all who are interested in the opening of 
saloons in any part of the province. 151 pnp 



tants of this province have in fact nothing 
whatever to do with lords or lordliugs. 
Lords and lordliugs, and oven dukes and 
earls, have no more authority in British 
Columbia than they huvo in tho Stato of 
Washington. Wo, on this sido of tho lino 
are not groam.ng under tho yoko of a 
bloated aristocracy. Wo, in fact, can snap 
our fingers, so to speak, in the faces of the 
whole British peerage without caring as 
much lis a button what they think of us, 
and our audacity. 

Neither are tho citizens of tho United 
States who como to livo among us required 
to "bravo tho dangers" of "unjust, if not 
tyrannical, laws as enforced by supercilious 
creatures." The plain truth is those citi- 
zens are as freo here as they are at home, 
and tho laws w hich, as miners, they are 
required to respect, have been made by tho 
representatives of the people of the pro- 
vince in tho same way us the laws of the 
State of Washington, or any other stato of 
the Union, aro made by the men selected 
for tho work by its inhabitants. If they 
are unjust or tyrannical, British Colum- 
bians, and no one else, are to blame; not 
even the subordinate officials of the Domin- 
ion Government have had anything to do 
with them. The legislature of British 
Columbia made those laws, and the eamo 
legislature can alter or amend or repeal 
them as the majority of its members see lit. 

As a matter of fact the ( loverumcnt of the 
province, which is the creature of that 
majority, and which is responsible to it fur 
all that it does or omils to do, no later 
than last session, revised the mining laws 
of the province, at the suggestion of a 
commission of practical miners, w ho were in- 
vited to give tho Legislature tho benefit of 
their knowledge and experience If wo 
recollect right, their advice was listened to 
respectfully, and every suggestion they 
made, followed. 

Tho object of the representatives of the 
people of British Columbia is to make the 
mining laws as favorable to the miners and 
to those who are developing the mineral 
resources of the country, as thoy can be 
made, consistently with justice to other in- 
terests which demand consideration. Mis- 
takes have been made, and mistakes, no 
doubt, will be made, before those laws are 
perfect; but tho errors have been committed 
with the view of helping the miners; not of 
hindering or obstructing them in their work. 
We want our American contemporary to 
remember that lords ami lordliugs and bupor- 
cilous creatures have nothing to do with 
either the enactment of mining laws in this 
province, or with tho administration. 
In these respects, the province is completely 
self-governing. The people, through their 
representatives in the Legislature, do 
wdiat they please. No one has a right to 
interfere with them, and, as a matter of 
fact, no one does interfere with them.

What VcbsoI Is Wrecked ? 

About two weok3 ugo, Capt. Roberts, of 
tho C.P.N. Co. 's steamer Maude, returning 
from Alberni, reported that u lifo-boat, pro- 
visioned und equipped, and having tho 
word "Bergen" on its stern, had been found 
on the beach by Uoulet Indians. Nothing 
more was known, and marine Guides and 
Registers, Lloyd's and Bureau Veritas, 
were at once ransacked for the ship "Ber- 
gen." Tho only craft bearing the name 
proved to bo a little steamer plying in the 
Mediterranean, and as her boat would 
scarcely drift as far as Vancouver Island, 
even if she did come to grief, the search of 
the records was given up as a bad job. 

Yesterday Captain If. G. Lewis, Agent 
of Marine, received the following letter 
from tho Government agent ut Uoulet, 
which explains the matter, and also sug- 
gests the probability that there has, after 
all, been a wreck oil' the west coast of the 
Island : 

UCULKT, Jan. 5, 1802. 
Silt.— 1 have tho honor to inform you that a 
lifeboat was found by Indians about two weeks 
ugo. on the beach, outside, near hero. Tho 
how was stove in; there was a mast in her, also 
a sack of coals anil a few provisions. She was 
painted white, and marked : 

S. S. MA It IIC, 
Bergen. 

Alsoa hand and arm over three feel long, part 
of I hi? flgurohoad of a vessel was picked up on 
the beach, a few miles from hero. 

(oil.) llAitltY Guillou. 

If thoro has been a wreck, the ill-fated 
vessel must be the one lo which tho bund 
and arm belongs, as the steamship Marie is 
at present in Astoria, Oregon, with a broken 
shaft. She was coming up from San Fran- 
cisco, hound for Nanaimo, on December 8th, 
when she came to giief south of the Colum- 
bia liver, in thick. Bqually weather. The 
anchors were dropped hut failed to find bot- 
tom at the full length of chain, 1 50 fathoms, 
und tho ship drifted in towards the river- 
mouth. It is supposed that in getting out 
the lines in the hurry, the boat was lost. A 
pissing steamer offered to take the Marie In 
port for SI. "i,00(>, hut the oiler was declined, 
and the disabled collier reached Vaquinu 
Hay safely on the Kith, proceeding to As- 
toria on December 10th.

When the Marie left San Francisco, her 
orders were to take her coal at Nanaimo 
and then proceed to Port Laidlaw and there 
complete her cargo with lumber.

Intermit lonnl Arbitration. 

Washington, Jim. 14.— Mr. Martin, of 
.Indiana, has introduced a joint resolution 
in the Houao, tho title of which read U9 fol- 
lows : "Look only to the adoption of 
means for the adjustment of international 
disputes without resort to war." The re- 
solution authorizes tho Preside it to open 
negotiations, through the ordinary chan- 
nels, with foreign nations, for the adop- 
tion of an international agreement for the 
creation of a proper tribunal, wherein dis 
putcs between nut ions may bo honorably 
adjusted. Whenever tho President has 
secured tho consent of other nations to the 
consideration of tho establishment of 
u peacelul tribunal, for the adjustment of 
international disputes, he is authorized to 
to invite such other uations to appoint re- 
presentatives to meet like representatives of 
the United Stales, in un international con- 
gress, empowered to discuss and recom- 
mend some means to adjust international 
disputes, peaceably. Their recommenda- 
tions arc to be submitted to Congress for 
approval. 

C. r. it. niffcreutlnlH Recognized. 

New Vokk, Jan. 14.— At a meeting of 
the Transcontinental Association it was de- 
cided to recognize tho Canadian Pacific dif- 
ferentials. The subject of the Pacific Mail 
was discussed, but action was deferred. 

German Arum Factory Enforced. 
Berlin, Jan. 14.— The Imperial arms 
factory at Shondau is being enlarged to tit 
it for the turning out of a sufficient nutn 
bcr of carbines to supply tho entire foot 
artillery with that weapon. 

Rnlil on a Queen Cbnrlotlc Vlllugc 

Pokt TOWNBEND, Jan. 14,— Reports from 
Alaska say that one of the sealing vessels 
ordered out of Behring Sea put into a 
native village on Queen Charlotte Island 
and plundered it of all the curious and furs 
and everything of value. Among tho booty 
was a large stone box carved in elaborate 
style, in which was the body of a dead in- 
fant. The natives are greatly incensed. 

Another Affront to France. 
Pakis, Jan. 14.— The Emperor ol Ger- 
mony has conferred tho order of the Black 
Eagle on General Von Alvensle as a reward 
for his gallantry at the battle of Lemars, on 
January 12, 1871. This is the first time that 
an officer has beeu singled out for this re- 
ward more than '20 years after the conclu- 
sion of a war in which he earned distinction. 
The Emperor was only IS years old at the 
time of the battle, when Alvensle was only 
a Colonel. 

tinrzri Receiving Kccrullii. 

San Antonio, Texas, Jan. 14.— Tho Uni- 
ted States authorities along tho river be- 
tween Loredo and Brownsville have received 
reliable information through Mexican spies 
that Garza now has his headquarters on the 
Mexican and Texas railroad, about 10 miles 
eust of Lircdo; that he is receiving recruits 
from Mexico and various parts of the states 
daily; and the various bands are well organ- 
ized aud scattered along the line. The spies 
have discovered that there will he a concer- 
ted move of the entire revolutionary forces 
made in Mexto in the next 10 days. These 
reports have greatly stirred up tire military 
authorities on both sides of the river. The 
United States troops are to be concentrated 
in the territory reported us being occupied 
by the revolutionists, as rapidly as possible. 

A Tamilian Snoots at IIIh Wife. 

Tacoma, Jan. 14. — M. O. Kasson charged 
Special Officer John Morrison, employed by 
the Tacoma Land Company, of loitering 
about his house and shooting at his wife 
when she went out of doors. Morrison's 
arrest wus ordered by the police court. 

Kitted ■))' the Cars. 

Tacoma, Jan. 14. — Coroner Frank wa3 
summoned to Orting, to-day, to enquire in- 
to the death of an unknown man, said to 
have been killed by the cars, at that place. 

Tlic Ntipn Murderer Identified. 

Denver, Jau, 14.— Sheriff McKenzie, of 
Napa, Cal., arrived here, to-day, for tho 
purpose of identifying Carl Schmidt who, 
while intoxicated, confessed th it he mur- 
dered M s. Greenwood, and left her husband 
for dead after robbing their house at Napa, 
a year ago. McKenzie positively identified 
Schmidt, and will start fur California with 
the prisoner, to morrow. Schmidt's com- 
panion in crime wus not captured. McKen- 
zie says he in sure Schmidt and his compan- 
panion are the persons who murdered Ben- 
jamin IJuJianau at Ogden, Ui ah, last May, 
for the purpose of robbery. The total re- 
wards for the capture of the Napa murder- 
ers amount to $5,000. 

Germans Not Victorious. 

Berlin, Jan. 14. — The Cologuo Gazette 
gives another account of the reported Ger- 
man victory at Tanta, in German Africa 
The Gazette claims to know from a reliable 
source that, the Germans were not victori-

flHiitrcuices, Hie Naturalist, Dead. 

Paris, Jan. 13.— Jcuu Louis Arniond de 
Quatrefages de Preuu, tho well - known 
French naturalist, is dead, of influenza. He 
was born at Berthezeme, France, February 
10, 1S10. He studied medicine and natural 
sciences at Strasburg. In 184 - 2 ho com- 
menced a series of scientific voyages along 
thp Atlantic and Mediterranean coasts. In 
1S0O ho was appointed professor of natural 
history in the Lycee Napoleon, and in ISoG 
exchanged this post for the professorship of 
anatomy and ethnology in tho museum of 
natural history. His extensive investiga- 
tions in zoology, comparative anatomy and 
anthropology have afforded subjects for 
many works. His "Natural History of 
Man" and other works have been translated 
into English. 

Rumored Turkish Plot Denied. 

London, Jan. 14.— A despatch from 
Vienna to the London Times ridicules the 
report of a Turkish plot to kidnap the now 
Khedive Abbas and his brother Mahomet, 
at Trieste. The story was that the plotters 
prompted from Constantinople, had at- 
tempted to seize Abbas aud Mahomet, and 
carry them on board a Turkish vessel, 
where they would be held captive to await 
the pleasure of the Sultan, who now holds 
their grandfather, Isniael, in virtual cap- 
tivity at Constantinople, and that to pre- 
vent the succis'i of any such scheme, the 
Princes were accompanied by two Austrian 
officers. The Times correspondent asserts 
that no such plot was formed, nor would 
such a. scheme have been favored or coun 
tenauced by tho Sultan. 

Mint Dead by n Crazy Man. 
Ciiicaro, Jan. 14. — John Kedmond, 
whose daughter, Annie Redmond, was 
abducted two yours ago, and who was 
afterwards sent to the Kunkakee asylum for 
insanity, and released, shot and iiisltintly 
killed Dr.^Flavius M. Wilder, yesterday, at 
the former's boarding house. Redmond 
who is a man of powerful physique, 
Is a blackmiith, and the story of his 
littio daughter's abduction, lior wan 
derings and strange experiences occu- 
pied public attention. The loss of his 
daughter drove Redmond to drink and in 
sanity. Among his alleged hallucinations 
was his statement that his wife was un- 
faithful, and the doctor, who was her phy 
siciaii, and whom he killed to-day, was not 
guiltless. The wife claimed her life to be in 
danger, and Redmond was sent to the Kan 
kakee asylum for a term, but was after- 
wards released. The doctor was 
brought to tho boarding house by 
a telephone call to the effect that 
a gentleman was sick there and wanted his 
services. After his arrest, Redmond ad 
mitted that he sent the message, and said 
that he shot Wilder because he had 
broken up his home. Redmond lay 
in waiting for the doctor, and 
as goon as the latter reached the 
house, the blacksmith jumped forward with 
a cocked revolver in his hand and tired sev- 
eral shots. Two bullets entered the head 
and one penetrated the body, and with a 
moan tho doctor sank on the steps and ex 
pired ut once.

St. Paul, Jan. 14. — To-night bids fair to 
be the coldest of the winter. At 10 o'clock 
to-night it was 14 below. At Winnipeg, 
this morning, it was 40 be'ow, lid below at 
Edmonton and rapidly growing colder. 

\\ reeling, W. Vu., Jan. 14. — Great 
damage has been done in this vicinity during 
tho past twelve hours by a sleet storm. 
Orchards were totally wrecked by tons of 
ice that weigh down their brunches. Re- 
ports come from tho headquarters of the 
Ohio telling of heavy rains or snow iu the 
mountains, and the rivers and creeks are 
much swollen. There is danger of floods.

Died from Hanger nnd Exposure. 
CitlCA(ii), Jan. 14. — An inquest wus held, 
yesterday, on the remains of Uliek A. 
Burke, who died from hunger and exposure 
on Tuesday, while being taken to Harrison 
street police station. Burko was a brother 
of Thomas Burke, tho Under Secretary for 
Ireland, who, with Lord Cavendish, was as- 
sassinated in Phmiiix Park, Dublin, on the 
evening of May 0, 1883. The unfortunate 
man was born of aristocratic Irish parents 
at St. Oiner, France. He was educated at 
the University of Liege, Belgium. During 
the siege of Paris he was one of tho army 
physicians and did much to relievo the 
wounded. Shortly thereafter ho came to 
Chicago and remained one year, and then 
removed to Lafayette, Ind. There he built 
up a lucrative practice, but the murder of 
Iiih brother and the death of his wife led 
him to drink, and lie became a slave to 
liquor. Four years ago he. returned ,to this 
city, and hid been employed for two years 
upon La Courier de Limines. He wub u 
good French, German and English scholar. 
He leaves a sisier, who married into one of 
the best families of England, and a brother, 
an officer of the British army.

A POWERFUL INVIGORATOR. 
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MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Ai.o.vn the Water Frost, Jan. 15. 

Steamer U latilla, which Bailed for tliis 
port from iSau Francisco, this morning, 
brings the fallowing passengers for Victoria: 
Miss S. Levenson, M. Moss, A. Rothschild, 
S. Hartley and w ife. 

The bark Mary L. Burrill arrived in the 
Royal Roads, this morning, after encounter- 
ing a very stormy passage from Bahia, Bra- 
zil. ■ On coming around the Horn she met 
with some terrilic storms, throwing her back 
over eighty days, and doing considerable 
damage to her rigging, besides causing tho 
loss of ouo of the seamen named Ratt, who 
was blown overboard .and drowned, on Oct. 
3rd. The remaining crow, however, had 
good health, and the bark had a fairly good 
passage from the time she left longitude 85 
\V, until she reached Royal Roads. On the 
way around she passed the British bark St. 
Mary's Bay, on Oct. 13; tho British ship 
Knight Commander, the British ship Gurr- 
lock, on October *J 7 L 1 1 ; Blendell, on October 
Tilst; the American ship Liebby on Decem- 
ber 4th; tho ship Alernous, on De- 
cember '24th; the ship Zulieka, on Oth of 
January; and the American ship Spartan, 
on January 1 1th. 

Tho steamer Muriel, which left here for 
Barclay Sound, the day before yesterday, 
with a party of prospectors on board, re- 
turned to port last night, beiug unable to 
reach the Sound owing to the terrific gale 
which struck her. She put back in to San 
Juan harbor, when the party decided to re- 
turn to Victoria, and wait, fur finer weather. 

The Mud Lark dredge was compelled to 
stop work at noon, to-day, owing to the 
heavy swell. 

Tile steamer Danube will not sail for tin 
North until to-morrow night, when slit 
leaves the outer wharf ut !) o'clock. 

Steamer Daisy brought coal from Xanai 
mo, this morning. She went to C'hemainu 
later on in the duy. 

Steamer Walla Walla sails for San Fran- 
cisco to-morrow morning. 

The clipper ship Titauia passed out this 
morning in towot the tug Active and bound 
for the United Kingdom. Her hold is lull 
of salmon, and her 'tween decks cargo is 
lumber. She carries no deck load, it is 
feared that the old Titania will not be seen 
in British Columbia waters next year, long 
freights for sailing craft having been so cut 
as to leave little margin of pront. 

The ship Angerona, from Sun Francisco, 
arrived in Royal Roads this morning, to 
load lumber cargo at Hastings Mill. 

Tug Active, as soon as she returns from 
the Cape, will take the ship Hesper to Hast- 
ings, where she loads lumber cargo for 
Shanghai. The Hesper arrived from San 
Francisco early this morning. 

The steamer Mischief was this morning 
duly registered under the British Hag. She 
will leave on her iirst trip to the sealing 
fields in about two weeks. 

The steamers of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company running between this city 
and San Francisco, have of late been re- 
ceiving considerable attention from the cus- 
toms officers at the other end of the line, 
and the last few weeks a revenue cutter has 
met the vessels outside the Golden Gate, 
and, after putting inspectors on board, con- 
veyed the vessels in to their docks. In 
speaking of the matter one of the crew of 
tho Walla Walla says that on tho last trip 
the boarding party found a number of oil- 
skin sacks with air-tight closures, such as 
are used for storing opium in to throw over- 
board. The sucks have fish-net corks to 
buoy them. 

The whuleback Wetmore will co to the 
■Seattle elevator to load wheat for San Fran- 
cisco as soon as she completes discharging 
at Everett. 

It is understood that Captain Price has 
let a contract for tho building of a new hull 
in which to place the boilers und machinery 
of the Virgil Price, recently sunk by tho 
steamer Olympian. The vessel is on tho 
ways in South Seattle, and examination has 
disclosed that the old hull is worthless. In 
settling with the Union Pa .ific company, 
owners of the Olympian aver it is said on good 
authority that Captain Price received the 
wreck entire as it now stands and £1,000 in 
cash. _ The value placed on the vessel by 
Captain Price at the time of tho accident 
was 50,000. 

Bark Gleubervie arrived in Esquimalt 
harbor, this morning, 147 days out from 
Liverpool, consigned to R. P. Rithet &. Co., 
Ltd. She had a fairly good trip, though 
not an eventful one. Her cargo consists of 
902 tons of general merchandise, 102 tons 
of which are for Esquimalt, the remainder 
being for this port. Capt. Groundwater, 
who commanded the Glenhervie when she 
was here last yeur, is still her master. The 
bark commences discharging cargo, this 
morning. 

Captain James W. Troup, ex-superin- 
tendent of the Union Pacific water lines, 
has accepted the position of manager of the 
Columbia <fc Kootenay Steam Navigation 
Company, and he will leave for his new 
field of labor the first of next week. The 
company operates steamers on the Columbia 
and Kootenay rivers, running the Koote- 
nay, Lytton, Columbia and Nelson. The 
first three steamers run on the Columbia 
river and the latter operates on the Koote- 
nay. On the Columbia rivei tho boats 
cover 240 milts of water, north and south, 
not including the Arrow Lakes, through 
which the great river runs. On tho Koote- 
nay the Nelson runs 40 miles, north and 
south, und she also navigates the Kootenay 
Lake, into and through which the Kootenay 
river flows. For a good many \eurs this 
navigation company, with J. A. Mara ut its 
head, have had exclusive control of naviga- 
tion in the Kootenay country, and now, be- 
lieving that the indications are good for 
the company to develop into a very import- 
ant and wealthy corporation, it has en- 
gaged Captain Troup, who is thoroughly 
familiar with the entire country, to manage 
its steamers. Captain Troup says that the 
Kootenay country is the richest as well as 
thn wildest and grandest in the Northwest, 
and with the advent of the present trans- 
portation facilities he predicts as great and 
as enduring a growth as has been evidenced 
on Puget Sound. 

The rumor is revived that Nova Scotia 
capitalists will, next year, send a fleet of 
steam schooners into British Columbia wa 
ters, sealing and whaling. 

Mr. I. Crawford, of Baker, Bros. & Co. 
was in town, yesterday, on business in con- 
nection with the big steamer Bushmills, 
which leaves Liverpool for this port direct, 
on February 25th prox. Tho firm named 
brought over the West Indian, followed by 
the Grandholm, and their intention is to 
put the Bushmills, which is large and finely 
equipped in all respects, into the most lu- 
crative trude offering, probably the British 
Columbia and Australia freighting. The 
steamers of the line also expeet to bundle 
the greater part of the slow freight between 
this province and the U.K., which they will 
have special facilities for dealing with.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 



Henry Clews & Co's Circular, Dated January 
(Hit Instant.. 

The first week of the new year exhibits 
the general activity in tho Btocl: market 
that recent weekly advices Lava foreshadow- 
ed. The disbursement of over one hundred 
millions of January interest and dividends 
is attended with an active demand for br;^ 
and for dividend-paying stocks; and \\ ws6 
purchases have given a Rtimulus to the lu- 
cont feeling in favor of higher prices and de- 
veloped an itctivo speculative movement, 
under which prices have advanced through- 
out the list. The transactions on the Ex- 
change have doubled the volumo prevailing 
during the quiet of BOVerol preceding -weeks, 
and symptoms seem to favor iu<5 .preponder- 
ant opinion that a campaign <»f unusual acti- 
vity has set in which -is likely to 
be continued throughout the year. Tlnu 
fur, the buying has come mainly from in 
vestors and the class of largo operators who 
are immediately interested in railroad and 
other corporate properties, desirous of 
creating a market for disposing of a portion 
of their large holdings. Speculative orders 
from local "outsiders" and from the interior, 
however, are beginning to come in, but 
have not yet become conspicuously large. 
The fact that there is not, at present, any 
great in-rush of outsiders is not of itself de- 
cisive proof that they may not bo forthcom- 
ing ut a somewhat later stu^e. 

It is to lie remembered that they have be- 
come more cautious and conservative than 
formerly; and it may turn out that many 
are waiting until Letter assured that the 
new-born boom is going to live long Cliougl 
to givo them a fair chance. The two weeks 
during which the rise has been in progress 
is certa'nly not long enough to determine 
what is their disposition. If it were, with 
this class, merely a question of conditions 
affecting tho intrinsic value of securities 
and tho monetary facilities for speculation, 
there could be no second opinion as to what 
may be expected from their,; for there can 
bo no doubt that the railroad trullic of 1892 
will exceed all precedent, and there is an 
equal chance of a long sustained ease in the 
loan market. Those alone, however, are 
not the only conditions necessary for an ac- 
tive speculation. It is equally important 
that there should be the individual financial 
means for buying and carrying stocks; and 
how far that "condition exists remains to be 
determined. 

Opinions differ as to tho results of 
the past year's business; some main- 
taining that neither manufacturers nor 
merchants have made their usual profits, 
while others hold that the quiet of business 
has been due mainly to conservatism follow- 
ing the crisis of 1800, and that, after all, 
the business of 1 Si) 1 has left nearly an av- 
erage rate of profit. On this question, more 
than upon any other condition, depends the 
future course of the stock market, and the 
current month will solve the problem. In 
the meantime, the "street" is not likely to 
jump to any positive opinions, but is likely 
to sustain the market until it is settled what 
may be expected from the "outside" ele- 
ment. In the meantime, there is likely to 
be some realizing on recent profits, which 
probably range between '2 and 5 points, 
und ara therefore tempting to prudent op- 
erators. 

A new and important group of stocks 
will from this time come into prominence 
through the forwarding of the corn crop. 
The Department of Agriculture estimates the 
out-turu of that crop at 2,060,000,000 bush- 
els, which is the largest but one ever 
realized. It is the last crop to come into 
tho market, and is now beginning to ho 
moved. The securities of the roads de- 
pendent upon this grain have, in a degree, 
sympathized with the improvement in the 
finances of the roads serving the wheat belt; 
but there is still a liberal margin for fur- 
ther advance to come from the future re- 
ports of actual increase of traffic : and this 
lengthening of the list of roads showing 
large increases can hardly fail to have the 
effect of Advancing prices later. 

Coincident with our unprecedented corps 
(the wheat crop being now officially reported 
at 612,000,000 bushels), there is a general 
deficiency in Europe, and the Russian 
export is now wholly cut off, while Russia 
herself may have to import. It is therefore 
quite possible that our year's export of 
wheat and flour may reach 200,000,000 
bushels, and our corn shipments show a 
similar ratio of increase. This means a 
very important increase in the grain tonnage 
of the trunk roads connecting with da- 
West ; and, at the same time, tho full 
occupation of the rolling stock of those 
roads is calculated to maintain rates ol 
freight. The home situation therefore 
includes elements calculated to stimulate 
a luturc advunce in stocks beyond what has 
been so far realized ; but, as tho present 
tone of the market is conservatively 
" bullish," rather than highly sanguine, 
prudent operators are likely to realize upon 
the profits of the late advance in the hope of 
buying back upon reactions ; and we com- 
mend that policy for the moment to our 
friends. 



AN ENIGMA TO PHYSICIANS. 

A Youii(,' tflrl Who Keeps Well and Hearty 
Without Eating a Bite. 

Syracuse, N.Y., Jan. 15.— May Cross, 
the 10-year-old daughter of Edward Cross, 
a carpenter in Jordan, a village 17 miles 
from here, is an enigma to physicians. 
She has lived 07 days without apparent 
nourishment, and yet sho weighs about 
110 pounds, and was strong enough to 
sing at her grandfather's funeral three 
weeks ago. She was under Dr. Van Duyn's 
euro in this city for six weeks, in June and 
July, but little could be done for her, und 
she wont home. Her peculiar condition has 
been coining on for two years, since she 
had the grip. During ull the time she was 
in this city her mother says that she hud 
only a teacup of nourishment. She begun 
her long fust immediately upon her return 
home. 

She was unconscious much of tho time, 
and had hysterics toward the end of tho (17 
days. She suddenly regained consciousness 
and some strength. At that time the doc- 
tor tried to give her milk, but it curdled in 
her mouth before it could be swallowed. 
Food in any form would remain on her 
stomach tin instant only. Then tho phy- 
sicians moistened cloth in unit ton and 
beef broth, and laid tho cloths on her 
stomach, and tho nutrition was absorbed by 
contact. Another peculiar phase- of the 
case is that sho does nob sleep, with the ex 
ception of an hour in tho morning. Opiates 
and chlorals act only us stimulants, She- 
talks with her mother about dying, but she 
has gonerally a hippy temperament. Her 
physicians and friends are anxious to know 
what keeps her ulive.

OLDEST SETr , Z' BBIN WASHINGTON 
Interesting Reminiscences of' .' Uo W^B Day;, 

Tacoma, Jan. 15.— John McClouif, whose 
claim to being tho ol«iij3b living white- set- 
tler in Washington, is confirmed by cx- 
Coun «y Auditor Edward Hugglns, wn3 in 
the city to-day. To a correspondent Mr. 
McCloud, now 70 years old, said : 

I was born in Scotland, and entered the 
employ of tho Hudson's Bay company when 
Ml years of age. I was assigned to the 
company's principal fort on Hudson Buy, 
and in 1837 was made one of tho yearly 
brigade sent overland to Puget Sound by 
tho Hudson's Bay company. The party 
consisted of about forty, and several mem- 
bers of it were drowned in the Columbia 
en route. 1 reached the Sound in lS.'iS, 
and becama a stoker aboard the company's 
steamer, the famous Beaver. I was ashore 
off and on, but 1843 is the date of the be- 
ginning of my actual residence. In that 
year I became ono of the Hudson's Bay 
shepherds on tho pruirie hereabout. At 
thut time we had from 5,00(1 to 7,00') head 
of sheep. 

Mr. Huggins came here in the employ of 
the Hudson Buy Company in 1849. In 
that year Mr. MoCloud was attracted to 
California by the gold fever, but returned 
in 1850, since which time he has resided 
continuously in this county, owning a line 
donation claim near Muck and also land at 
the mouth of the Ncsquully River, It is 
claimed for Adam Benson, sr., also a resi- 
dent of this county, that, he is next to Mr. 
McCloud the oldest living settler in tho 
state. His residence dates from 1844. Mr. 
McCloud was asked the question: 

"What was the condition, habits and 
conduct of the Indians when you arrived?" 

"They were just us peaceable as they are 
to day. They were much more numerous, 
much healthier, and from observation ami 
tho statements of others, I know they were 
not diseased in any way, were very hippy 
and took great delight in hunting large 
game. Many lived to be more than ill) 
years old, and were One specimens of man- 
hood, some being over six feet tall. The 
whites brought to them disorders and dis- 
ease. " 

During the Indian war McCloud wns 
placed in the Fort Montgomery guard house, 
near the present city of Tacoma, because 
he, having an Indian wife, was supposed to 
bo in collusion with the natives, li is com- 
panion in durunca vile was Judge Landers, 
the firsl judge of this section, who, us Mr. 
Huggins, An excellent authority, says, re- 
fused to obey the mandates of martial law, 
which had been declared, and was arrested 
on the bench and flung into tho guard- 
house.
